A direct descendant of LaFayette together with several 
other. distinguished Frenchmen will join prominent Americans in 
paying tribute to the memory of Washington and LaFayette. 

A replica of the famous Houdon bust of LaFayette will be 


presented to New York University by Dr. Johnson, in behalf of an

The bronze will be placed in a’niche in the 
Gould Memorial Library facing; the cobonnade, or the. tadil of Fane. 

An academic procession of the speakers and distinguished 
guests will predede the formal ceremonies. The procession will be 
led by the Gloria Trumpeters who will play the "George Washington 
March" which John Philip Sousa has composed for the Washington 
Bicentennial « 

Chancellor Elmer Hilsworth Brown will open the program 
with an address of greeting, Dr. Johnson will read his’ poem “The 
Sword of LaFayette" written at the time of America's entry into 
the World War.
